Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives of the Seventy-first

That in the Rules of the House of Representatives, amend Rule No.
26 (a)(2), (a)(3), and (g) as follows:

26. Resolutions and Memorials

(a) Resolutions and memorials originating in the House shall be of the
following classes:

(A) The transaction of the business of both the House and the

THE RECOGNITION OF A NATIONAL HOLIDAY; OR

THOSE MATTERS WHICH SHALL EXPRESS THE WILL OF THE
HOUSE ON ANY MATTER NOT MENTIONED IN RULE 26A.
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A member of the House may not introduce more than two House
concurrent resolutions and a combination of two House joint
resolutions and House resolutions during any regular or special
session unless permission to introduce the resolution is given by
the House Committee on Delayed Bills. A joint resolution or
resolution must be introduced prior to the last twenty THIRTY
legislative days as required in Joint Rule No. 23 (g). This provision
shall not apply to a House joint resolution or House resolution
pertaining to the close of the session or to the conduct of
legislative business. ‘
